An update from the Missouri Census Data Center, a program of the Missouri State Library May 2005 


Pre-enrollment open for census data conference 
MCDC will hold a one-day training conference on July 25, 2005 on the campus of the University of Missouri — 
Columbia. The conference will include four in-depth workshops focusing on: 
e Accessing census data on the web 
e Using GIS software to view demographic data 
e Drawing useful information from the local employment dynamics program (LED) 
e Obtaining current data with the American Community Survey 
MCDC has opened pre-enrollment on their Conference Web site to gauge interest in the conference and give 
potential attendees the opportunity to comment on the proposed schedule. The results of the pre-enrollment 
forms will help conference planners arrange the agenda and create an electronic mailing list for final 
enrollment. 
The conference registration fee is $35 and space will be limited, so early registration is recommended. 
Additional information about the conference is available on the MCDC Conference Web site, and the pre- 
enrollment deadline is June 3, 2005. 


New web application for maps on MCDC Web site 

The Office of Social and Economic Data Analysis at the University of Missouri — Columbia (OSEDA) has 
provided MCDC with a test version of a Web map generated using SAS/Graph software. The tool uses a Java 
applet to map single variables, but users can select other related variables to manipulate the map. (You must 
have Java 1.4 enabled for your Web browser to use this tool.) A pop-up window allows users to make changes 
to the map, such as the color scheme, the number and type of interval categories for a choropleth map, and the 
display of a three-dimensional “marker” whose height and color can be linked to the variables. The software 
also supports a “drill down” capability, where a URL can be associated with each region of the map. In the test 
map on the MCDC Web page, a left click within a county brings up a menu with links to all the standard 
profiles and products associated with the county. MCDC hopes to soon make one of these Java applet maps for 
the entire state of Missouri using some of the most frequently used variables from the new estimates dataset. To

Census Bureau releases new population projections 

Last month the Census Bureau released the State Population Projections for 2005 to 2030. These projections 
illustrate plausible courses of future population change based on assumptions about future births, deaths, 
international migration, and domestic migration. 

The projections were produced for all 50 states and the District of Columbia by age and sex for the years 2001 
to 2030, based on Census 2000 results, and the general assumption that recent state-specific trends in fertility, 
mortality, domestic migration, and international migration will continue. Access the press release for this 
material at: http://www.census.gov/population/www/projections/projectionsagesex.html.
